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TRUSTEES’  REPORT. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home  submit 
their  ninth  Annual  Report. 

The  Avon  Place  Home  had  under  its  care,  May, 
1882,  thirty  children,  the  eldest  fourteen  years  of 
age,  the  youngest  eight  months.  Fifteen  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year,  making  an  aggregate  of 
forty-five  children  cared  for,  a  much  larger  number 
than  any  previous  year. 

There  are  now  at  the  Home  thirty-one  children, 
the  eldest  fourteen  years,  the  youngest  three  months. 
Twenty-six  children  attend  school;  four  of  these  go 
to  the  Grammar  School,  eleven  to  the  Primary 
School,  and  twelve  to  a  Kindergarten. 

The  Home  was  founded  May,  1874,  and  has  been 
improving  steadily  every  year.  The  past  year  has 
been  a  very  prosperous  one  ;  there  has  been  very 
little  sickness.  One  of  the  physicians  who  so  kindly 
volunteer  their  services,  Dr.  Stevens,  said  a  short 
time  since,  that  there  had  not  been  a  time  since  he 
had  visited  the  Home  when  there  had  been  so  little 
sickness  as  during  the  past  winter.  This  report, 
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coming  at  a  season  when  colds,  severe  throat  and 
lung  troubles,  have  been  so  prevalent,  is  very 
remarkable.

The  children  are  all  healthy  and  happy,  having 
pure  air,  and  an  abundance  of  it,  and  are  carefully 
watched,  day  by  day,  by  the  faithful  Matron.  It  is 
now  nearly  two  months  since  a  physician  has  been 
called  in. 

There  has  been  but  one  death  during  the  year. 
This  case  was  that  of  a  young  girl  who  came  to  the 
Home  in  quite  a  delicate  state.  She  went  into  the 
country  during  the  summer  months,  but  this  did 
not  benefit  her,  as  she  was  then  in  a  consumption, 
which  disease  she  probably  inherited.  She  returned 
to  the  Home  very  feeble,  although  she  was  able  to 
go  about  the  house  until  the  day  of  her  death,  which 
came  very  suddenly. 

The  annual  fair,  which  was  deferred  in  the 
spring,  took  place  in  December,  from  which 
$2,178.69  was  realized. 

The  wish  has  been  expressed  by  many  who  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  Home  that  it  should  be  supported  by 
the  citizens  of  Cambridge,  without  the  great  labor 
of  a  fair  every  year.  As  the  Home  is  now  so  well 
known,  and  as  every  one  who  reads  carefully  the 
Report  of  the  Treasurer  must  see  how  very  eco¬ 
nomically  this  institution  is  carried  on,  it  seems  as 
if  this  plan,  which  has  been  so  urgently  pressed, 
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might  be  adopted.  It  would  require  only  four 
or  five  hundred  dollars  from  each  ward  of  the 
city.  Several  of  the  subscribers  have  offered  to 
double  their  subscriptions  if  this  proposal  is  carried 
out. 

During  the  past  year  two  children  have  been 
placed  in  good  homes  in  the  country,  and  there  are 
now  several  children  who  are  ready  for  adoption. 
All  applicants  for  children  are  required  to  give  sat¬ 
isfactory  references. 

The  various  clubs  in  Cambridge  have  been,  as 
usual,  most  generous  in  their  donations  of  money 
and  of  clothing. 

The  M.  D.  Club,  composed  of  very  young  chil¬ 
dren,  have  sent  eighteen  dollars,  the  proceeds  of  a 
theatrical  performance. 

A  club  of  very  young  girls,  called  the  Busy  Bee 
Club,  have  sent  their  annual  donation  of  children’s 
clothing,  all  made  by  themselves. 

The  Trustees  would  thank  most  cordially  the 
physicians  who  have  volunteered  their  services  the 
past  year,  and  are  always  so  ready  to  lend  their 
assistance.  They  also  would  thank  all  who  have  so 
kindly  remembered,  in  so  many  ways,  these  desti¬ 
tute  little  ones.  Through  the  summer  months  fruit 
and  vegetables  were  most  liberally  bestowed,  and 
at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and  New  Year,  the 
children  were  made  happy  by  many  gifts. 
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The  Trustees  also  thank  those  who  have  sent 
anonymous  bundles.  These  cannot,  of  course,  be 
credited  to  the  donors  in  the  list  appended  to  this 
Report. 

It  has  been  thought  advisable  that  a  legal  form 
should  be  drawn  up  for  those  who  wish  to  bequeath 
any  sum  of  money  to  the  Home,  and  this  form  is 
annexed  to  this  Report.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

Membership. 

The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corporation  shall 
be  limited  to  nine,  and  the  nine  persons  who  signed  the 
articles  of  association  shall  constitute  the  Corporation. 
Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  by  resignation,  and  by 
the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve  consecutive 
months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  When  such 
failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  record  the 
fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  mem- 
♦  bers.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Corporators.  [At 
the  regular  monthly  meeting  held  in  November,  1875,  the 
number  of  Corporators  was  increased  from  nine  to  thir¬ 
teen.*] 

Article  II. 

Common  Seal. 

The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular 
in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words,  “  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874C  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

*  East  Cambridge  is  not  yet  represented  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Article  III. 

Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Clerk,  to  be  chosen  from  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  some  adjournment 
thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  accept  office.  They  shall  sev¬ 
erally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers,  and 
the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient  trans¬ 
action  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  The  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once 
every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
at  the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  May, 
at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may  decide.  Regular 
meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to 
be  given  by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual,  regular,  or  special 
meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendments . 

Articles  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  . 
amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  all  the  Corporators. 
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Amendment . 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  29,  1880,  under  Article  V., 
the  following  amendment  was  made  to  Article  III. ;  — 

At  the  annual  meeting  for  choice  of  officers,  two  auditors  shall  be  chosen 
to  audit  the  accounts. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  28,  1881,  Sumner  Albee, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Sleeper  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  best  method 
of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  invested  funds.
